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INDOCHINA FORT 


Thatkhe — 300 Miles 
of Frontier Now Open 
to Red Guerrillas. 


SAIGON, Indochina, Oct. 13 
(UP) — French forces pulled out 
of the Indochina border fortress 


of Thatkhe today and beat their 
'way southeast over twisting paths 


and rocky crags to escape Com- 


'munist troops pressing down from 


the Chinese border. 
Their destination was Nacham, 


27 miles away, which now is the 
‘most northerly citadel of the 


French frontier chain. 
Dongkhe, Thai Nguyen, Cao- 
bang and other lesser links in the 


‘chain of fortresses guarding the 
invasion. route from China al- 


ready had fallen into the hands 
of Ho Chi Minh’s Communists, 
who are believed to have been 
trained and armed in Red China. 
The abandonment of Thai Nguyen, 
southwest of Thatkhe, was an- 
nounced yesterday. 


The French now have pulled 
their outposts back a distance of 
at least 50 miles from Caobang— 
along the route running from 
Caobang to Thatkhe to Nacham. 
The withdrawal ‘eft some 300 
miles of the frontier open to the 
guerrillas. 

French military headquarters, 
fearful that the Communists 


might set an ambush for the with- 
drawing troops, sent a fleet of 
‘fighter planes and bombers out 


to protect them. A spokesman 
said advance elements of the 
French force had reached Na- 
cham while the rest had to push 
their way through tricky terrain. 


The greatest fear appeared to 
be that the Communists, who out- 
number the French 10 to I, might 
fall on them in the barren, ex- 
posed Lunghai pass, about half 
way between Thatkhe and Na- 
cham. 


Some of the troops are. syr- 
vivors of the recent disaster 
north of Thatkhe, when French 
troops withdrawing from Caobang 
and a French rescue column from 
Thatkhe were riddled in a Com- 
munist' ambush. About 3000 
French troops were lost. 

Political sources said French 
Gen. Boyer de la Tour du Mou- 
lins, who is expected here short- 
ly as military counselor to chief 
of state Bao Dai’s Vietnam gov- 
ernment, would speed the build- 
ing of a new Vietnam national 
army. Some Vietnam battalions 


already are in action and others 
‘are undergoing training with new 


American arms. Some Vietnam 
soldiers fight with French units.

Chief of Police Frank Borelli of 
Cliffside Park, N. J., told the 
committee his salary as police 
chief is $4500 a year but his an- 
nual income is about $25,000 and 
he has accumulafed $60,000 in 
cash. He has been police chief 
30 years. Other sources of his 
income, he said, were interests in 
an amusement company, a midget 
golf course and a restaurant. 

Michael Orecchio, chief of de- 
tectives for Bergen county for six 
years at $4700 a year, estimated 
total income for himself and his 
wife at about $20,000 a year. 
About $10,000 of their funds, he 
said, are kept in a safe deposit 
box. He explained the bulk of 
his yearly income was from in- 
vestments in real estate, insur- 
ance and plumbing and heating 
businesses.

“We are not satisfied from 
what we have learned that dili- 
gence was shown in ferreting out 
violators in Bergen county. 

“It is difficult to see how the 
operations of the (gambling) ring 
in the New Jersey area could be 
carried on without a diffusion of 
governmental responsibility or the 
payment of protection money.” 

Meanwhile, a special United 
States grand jury also was investi- 
gating crime here, directed by 
Max H. Goldschein, special as- 
sistant United States attorney 
general. He’ was in charge of 
the federal grand jury in Kansas 
City which returned a blistering 
report on conditions in that area 
last spring. 

After the Philadelphia hear- 
ings, the Senate committee will 
return to Chicago Tuesday and 
then wind up its activities prob- 
ably until after the November 
elections, Kefauver said.

Hennings by the President is the 
subject of much 


among party leaders in 
as to just what took place at the 
conference. 

The President, who opposed 
Hennings’s nomination ‘in the 
primary, summoned the candidate 
to Washington. They had a long 
talk. The President has said 
nothing about it. 

All that Hennings has said is 
that “the President wished me 
well,” and that “he hoped I 
would be elected”: which are just 
about the pleasantries a candi- 
date gets from the casual stranger 
he meets during a campaign. 

Party Leaders Unworried. 

It cannot be said that the party 
leaders are particularly disturbed 
by the situation. In fact, many of 
them doubt that strong personal 
support from the President would 
be helpful to Hennings’ candidacy. 

The President has had a rather 
unhappy experience in his in- 
dorsements of candidates in his 
home state. In 1946 he set out to 
defeat Congressman Roger C. 
Slaughter of Kansas City for re- 
nomination. He succeeded in that, 
but the public resentment over 
his interference in the campaign 
resulted in the defeat of his 
candidate, Enos Axtell, by Albert 
L. Reeves Jr., a Republican. 

In the primary this year, the 
President brought out State Sen- 
ator Emery W. Allison of Rolla 
in an effort to defeat Hennings, 
but Hennings won the nomination 
notwithstanding the President’s 
candidate was also supported by 
Gov. Forrest Smith, Mayor Joseph 
M. Darst of St. Louis, the Demo- 
cratic state organization and the. 
Pendergast organization in Kan- 
sas City. 

Example in 1918. 

The Missouri party leaders can 
even go back more than 30 years 
to another time when resentment 
over Presidential interference in 
a Missouri election had much to 
do with defeat of his party’s 
candidate. Back in 1918, President 
Woodrow Wilson, issuing an ap- 
peal for the election of a Demo- 
cratic Congress to “uphold the 
hands of the President,” asked for 
the election of the Democratic 
candidate for Senator from Mis- 
souri. 

That was in World War 1 and 
the inference drawn was that Re- 
publicans would not support the 
Administration’s war effort. The 
late Selden P. Spencer, who was 
a law partner of Senator Forrest 
C. Donnell, the Republican sena- 
torial candidate now, was the Re- 
publican candidate for the Senate 
then. The late Joseph W. Folk, 
former Governor, was the Demo- 
cratic. candidate. Spencer was 
elected by 35,000. 

Perhaps Silence Is Best. 

Perhaps the President’s silence 
as to Hennings may be accounted 
for by the fact that having been 
burned twice, he doesn’t want to 
risk another scorching. Perhaps 
Hennings believes it better strat- 
egy for the President to remain 
out of the picture, and was bold 
enough to tell him so. 

In view of the secrecy which 
has been placed about the White 
House conference, it is puzzling 
to try to figure out why the 
President called Hennings to 
Washington. 

It was common knowledge in 
Missouri that the President per- 
sonally disliked Hennings, and 
when it became known that the 
two were to meet in Washington 
it was assumed that the President 
had decided to forget his personal 
antipathy in his desire to hold a

On Monday the South Korean 
army fought its way close to 
Wonsan. The Communists re- 
leased all the common criminals 
from the prison and then tied 
the political prisoners together in 
groups of four. Then they 
marched some of them to the hill 
overlooking the prison. The oth- 
ers were taken to the harbor 
area. About 300 were shot on the 
hillside near the cave and the 
remainder near the harbor.

More Set-Makers Join in Chorus 
Against FCC’s Color TV Policy 


But Some Smaller Concerns Announce Plans 


_ for Making Converters for Use 
on Present Receivers. 


adopted Wednesday by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion. They called it a “Rube 
Goldberg” system, impractical, 
“premature and unwise.” 

However, some smaller manu- 
facturers announced plans to start 
making converters that would 
make it possible for present type 
sets to receive color broadcasts 
under the CBS system. 

Strong opposition to the FCC 
action came from Dr. W. R. G. 
Baker, head of the General Elec- 
tric Co. electronics division and a 
prominent figure in the develop- 
ment of television. 

Dr. Baker said the color deci- 
sion would be comparable to a 
hypothetical government order 
that “on and after Jan. 1, 1951, 
all railroads should be equipped 
with jet-propelled locomotives.” 

Predicts System Will Die. 

Robert W. Galvin, executive 
vice president of Motorola, Inc., 
of Chicago, another leading set 
maker, called the decision 
mature and unwise.” 

“All television owners have 
felt .that they would some day 
have to make the orderly transi- 
tion to a practical form of color 
television,” said Galvin. “How- 
ever, the CBS system is so. im- 
practical that it will die as soon 
as the public gets all the facts. 
Hence, television owners can be 
assured their present sets — far 
from being outmoded by this type 
of color—will serve them indef- 
initely. 

“The FCC ruling is unfortun- 
ate because it does not keep faith 
with the American people... . 
Now it appears that, because 
the FCC decision, color television 
may never be seen in the average 
American home.” 

Galvin said the fact that C.B.S. 
color was intompatible—on dif- 
ferent standards from black and 
white

The FCC approved the C.B:S. 
color system on the grounds that 
it produced a better picture than 
competing all-electronic systems, 
and that it alone was ready for 
commercial use.

DRUG FOR ARMY 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
A 16-day strike at Hilton-Davis 
Chemical Co. here has cut sharply 
into production of a vital anti- 
malaria drug needed by armed 
forces in Korea and Army of- 
ficials are pressing for speedy 
settlement. 

James G. Bentley of thesFeder- 
al Mediation and Conciliation 
Service called a meeting today 
between negotiating committees 
of the company and Local 342, 
AFL International Chemical] 
workers. 

Both company and union of- 
ficials confirmed that top Army 
officials have expressed anxiety 
over the strike. The walkout at 
the firm’s Pleasant Ridge plant 
has stopped manufacture of ara- 
lin, a drug which has supplanted 
the atabrine used in World War 
II as a substitute for quinine. 

About 360 members of the 
union struck Sept. 28 in a wage 
contractual dispute. The firm, a 
subsidiary of Sterling Drug Co., 
New York, make other chemicals 
vital to warfare in addition to 
aralin. 

Management asked the union a 
week ago to permit arrangements 
whereby the 10 employes at Hil- 
ton-Davis making the anti-malaria 
drug could stay on the job pend- 
ing strike settlement. The union 
rejected the proposal, saying such 
an agreement for 10 workers 
would not be fair in view of other 
workers in the various other de- 
partments. Present wage scales 
were not disclosed. 


FITZSIMMONS CRITICIZES 
COUNTY COURT FOR LEASE 


Paul E. FitzSimmons, Demo- 
cratic nominee for St. Louis coun- 
ty supervisor, criticized the coun- 
ty court last night for its leasing 
agreement with Clayton for the 
new parking lot south of the 
courthouse. Presiding Judge Lu- 
man F. Matthews of the county 
court is opposing FitzSimmons for 
the supervisor post. 

FitzSimmons, declaring the 
court had no right to make a 50- 
year lease, said: “The crass ig- 
norance and gross incompetence 
of the county court is clearly il- 
lustrated when they negotiate a 
lease that is clearly illegal and 
fail to check adequately the title 
to the property before improve- 
ments are made.” 

Contending such action might 
“impose a liability of $75,000 on 
the people of St. Louis county,” 
FitzSimmons told the county’s 
Young Democratic Club: “This 
incident shows the machine poli- 
ticians’ total disregard for the re- 
quirements of the law and the in- 
terest of the people.”

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Long Guerrilla War in Korea 
Discounted by Experts on Scene 
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Oriental Mind Tends to Support Winners of 
Wars, Not Losers—Strong Unified Army 
Would Be Able to Cope With Rebels.

In the first place, no guerrilla 
war gets very far unless it has 
strong support among the popu- 
lace. Guerrillas must have hiding 
places, they must move by hid- 
den routes, they must have food 


and shelter, they must be able 


to recruit men to replace casual 
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ties. They strike sudden blows, 
then retreat before troops or po- 
lice can hit them back. The whole 
theory of successful guerrilla war 
is based on the support of the 
population—either of the whole 
country, or of certain parts of 
it, as for example the mountain- 
ous areas of North Korea. 
Popular Support Unlikely. 
But this popular og is not 
likely to be forthcoming in Korea. 
The reason is simple: The Reds 
have lost the war, and the Orien- 
tal inclination is to go along with 
the winner of wars, not the loser. 
The prestige of military a 
is a very important factor in 
Oriental politics. The Reds found 
it so in China: once the average 
Chinese was convinced the Na- 
tionalist cause was lost, -he ac- 
cepted that fact and did little or 
nothing to struggle against it. 
Dying nobly for lost causes 
doesn’t make sense to the Orien- 
tal mind. 
It will, of course, be necessary 
to exploit this military prestige 
while the effect is still strong. 
Much will depend on the wisdom 
and effectiveness of the members

The Soviets are, however, now 
constructing a great new atomic 
production plant in the Urals. 
This plant is being built with all 
the relentless energy of which 
Lavrenti Beria, secret police chief 
charged with responsibility for 

viet atomic production, is capa- 
ble. It is expected that it will 
come into production at about the 
beginning of 1952. 


Here the estimates are, nat- 
urally, less precise. But it is be- 
lieved . that this new plant 
should step up the Soviet atomic 
production rate to between five 
and seven bombs a month. At 
this rate, by Jan. 1, 1953, the 
Soviet stockpile should amount 
to a minimum of just over 100 
bombs, or a maximum of 130 
bombs.

The answer was that we would judge each situation in the light of 


its effects on world peace and our own security. 


Suppose the Greek people 
wanted a Communist govern- 
ment? Had we a right to inter- 
fere? The Greek people had held 
an election a year earlier. An 
Allied mission had observed the 
election on the spot and had re- 
ported that it was fair and free 
and that the results represented 
the will of the majority of those 
'who voted. 

But were we not, in fact, bol- 
stering up a weak and reactionary |

defenders of the status quo? We 


Greek Government. which we ad- 
'mitted was far from perféct. 

“The status quo is not sacred,” 
said the President. “But we can- 
not allow changes in the status 
quo in violation of the Charter 
of the United Nations by such 
methods as ¢coercion, or by such 
subterfuges as political infiltra- 
tion. In helping free and inde- 
pendent nations to maintain their 
freedom, the United States will 
be giving effect to the principles 
of the Charter of the United Na- 
tions.” 

“Moreover,” the President con- 
tinued, “the disappearance of 
Greece as an independent state 
would have a profound effect 
upon those countries in Europe 
whose peoples are struggling 
against great difficulties to main- 
tain their freedoms and their in- 
dependence while they repair the 
damages of war.” 

Then why not put the whole 
thing up to the United Nations, 
whose interest in upholding the 
Charter was at least as great as 
ours and whose combined re- 
sources were far greater? “We 
have considered how the United 
Nations might assist in this 
crisis,” said Mr. Truman. “But 
the situation is an urgent one re- 
quiring immediate action and 
the United Nations and its re- 
lated organizations are not in a 
position to extend help of the 
kind that is required.” 

But U.N. Was Powerless. 

It was all too true. The United 
Nations had shown itself power- 
less to preserve the independence

In May, 1947, the Congress 
authorized aid to Greece and 
| Turkey, and the program went 
into action. But even before that 
the American people were to get 
'more than an inkling of the kind 
of problem they were up against. 


The report of the American 
Economic Mission to Greece, 
published in April, gave them the 
following facts: 

In spite of 700 million dollars 
in foreign assistance, in the 2 
years since liberation, Greece 
had managed merely to survive. 
Economic conditions were, in 
general, no better than when the 
Nazis were driven out. This was 
another way of saying that condi- 
tions of life were appalling. 

People Had Lost Confidence. 

Seven changes of government 
in two years had prevented any 
rational planning. The people had 
lost confidence in their ability 
to save themselves and were suf- 
fering from “an appalling iner- 
tia.” A few profiteers, specula- 
tors, and black marketeers were 
living in luxury — and getting 
away with it. The masses were 
struggling for a bare subsistence, 
and they were embittered. With- 
out immediate foreign aid and 
without strict Government con- 
trols, “another round of extreme 
inflation” could be expected. The 
American Mission estimated that 
Greek recovery and restoration 
would take about five years. 

In the spring of. 1950, on the 
third anniversary of the Truman 
Doctrine, the American people 
had before them a very different 
picture. The guerrillas had been 
beaten and had vanished from 
Greece; the country was at peace 
and on the way to recovery. Al- 
most all the 700,000 war refugees 
had gone back to their homes.

Equal Votes On Schools 
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A Course for Indochina 

President Truman and Gen. MacArthur plan 
to attempt to find at their impending conference 
a way to keep Indochina from failing into Com- 
munist hands. One solution they ought to con- 
sider is the appointment of a United Nations 
General Assembly mission to Indochina. 

That mission, composed of representatives of 
small nations, should have the responsibility of 
examining the existing situation, analyzing the 
elements of dissatisfaction in the country, sepa- 
rating the legitimate aspirations of the people 
from the aggressive aims of the Communist 
rebel leaders. 

When it had completed its work, it should 
recommend to the United Nations what course 
the world should pursue. For thus far the West 
has failed to find a satisfactory policy with re- 
gard to Indochina. And such a policy is urgently 
needed. . 

The recent rebel victories have served to un- 
derline the inadequacies of Bao Dai, whose at- 
tachment to the gleaming white buildings and 
brilliant blue waters of the French Riviera seems 
to be matched only by the attachment of his 
premier, Tran Van Huu, to the pleasures of 
Paris. 

* * » 

Both these leaders of France’s shadow gov- 
ernment in Indochina have been spending the 
last few months in their respective pleasure 
resorts. Unfortunately, most of their fcllow- 
countrymen do not share their love for the coun- 
try which seems determined to keep Indochina 
in subservient status. 

The result is that hope for eventual success 
of current American policy toward Indochina is 
becoming dimmer and dimmer. Last winter 
this country agreed to pretend that the Bao Dai 
regime was a government, apparently in the 
hope that in the fullness of time, France could 
be persuaded to make that fiction into fact. 

But now there is increasing reason to doubt 
that Bao Dai has the ability to govern, even if 
he had the reins, and to doubt that he could 
win the support of his countrymen in any case. 
And there is increasing reason to believe that 
the other part of our supposition—the ability to 
persuade the French to give Bao Dai the reins— 
is equally invalid. 

For no matter how the individual members of 
the present French Government may feel about 
this issue, there is too much basis for a fear 
that bringing unilateral: pressure with regard to 
Indochina might topple an essentially insecure 
cabinet already having trouble enough with 
wages, German re-armament and the Schuman 
plan. And complete governmental collapse in 
France could be a calamity for the West. 

The future in Indochina looks dark indeed, 
consequently. Barring all-out Western military 
support for the French venture there, which 
could do far more harm than good, prospects 
seem to be for increasing guerrilla warfare, 
with the rebel, Communist-led Ho Chi-minh 
forces growing stronger and stronger as support 
for them increasingly is pumped in from China. 

a . . 

A change in course looks essential. Somehow 
the people of Indochina must be won to the 
Western side, by means which will strengthen 
Western prestige throughout the Orient. Ap- 
pointment of a U.N. commission would be an 
effective beginning toward meeting those re- 
quirements. 

With the recommendations of such a commis- 
sion before the public, it would be far easier 
for the French Government to end its fabulously 
expensive and worse-than-useless present course, 
and follow the United States, Britain and The 
Netherlands away from colonialism. 

Such a commission should be able to select a 
future course of action which would indeed 
wean the non-Communist segment of Ho Chi- 
minh’s followers from his preceptors in the 
Kremlin. Its appointment would be a ringing 
refutation of Communist charges of white im- 
perialism in the Orient. And it would further 
strengthen the United Nations the Korean in- 
vasion rescued from near-paralysis.

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New Reason for Rent Control 

St. Louis is determined to continue federal 
rent controls beyond Dec. 31, when they would 
expire without express local action. The Board 
of Aldermen will be asked to request a six- 
months’ extension of controls. This action is 
well timed for two reasons. 

One is that Congress may do nothing about 
strengthening rent legislation until mext year. 
Chairman Maybank of the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee doubts that a lame-duck Congress will do 
anything about it. If he is right, cities will be 
left without rent controls unless they ask Wash- 
ington to continue them. 

Moreover, the new federal credit rules will 
retard efforts to overcome the housing short- 
age. By slowing home’ building, these regula- 
tions will leave thousands of persons in the 
crowded rental market. No city with a housing 
shortage should permit inflationary rents to 
victimize its citizens, and all the Aldermen need 
to do is pass a resolution.

The First Pick-Sloan Fiasco 

The first major scandal in the “fake TVA” on 
the Missouri river seems about to break. The 
projected Missouri-Souris diversion is a failure; 
something like half of the million acres of land 
which the Reclamation Bureau proposed to irri- 
gate in North Dakota is unfit for irrigation. 

As in the case of thousands of acres which the 
Reclamation Bureau has ruined over a long 
period of years, these 500,000 acres in North 
Dakota have insufficient drainage. If they were 


irrigated much of the water would stand on 


them, turning them into swamps. Or alkali in 
the soil would rise and sterilize the land. 

Discovery that these acres are unfit for irri- 
gation may finally quash a quarter-billion-dollar 
part of the “fake TVA,” or Pick-Sloan Pian, that 
never should have been in it in the first place. 
The Army Engineers knew from the start that 
it was a hare-brained scheme. But they permit- 
ted the Reclamation Bureau to waste $2,500,000 
on it. Why? So the bureau would remain silent 
about parts of the Pick-Sloan Plan which it, in 
turn, knew to be unwise and ill-prepared. 

The truth is that the whoie Pick-Sloan Plan 
is being gone about in the same hind-part-before 
manner that has now proved ruinous to the 
project for the Souris diversion. The Army En- 
gineers, as well as the Reclamation Bureau, 
have decided what they would do without know- 
ing what they had to do with and, accordingly, 
what it was possible to do. In such a funda- 
mental matter as the amount of water available 
they don’t know yet, and’ have not begun to 
make any effort to find out. 

Pick-Sloan is building up to a debacle, as the 
Souris fiasco shows. Its unsoundness jis com- 
pounded of many faults, but this business of 
acting first and finding out what you are doing 
afterward would be enough by itself to wreck 
any enterprise. 

This would be a good time for the Governors 
and Senators and Representatives of the Mis- 
souri Valley States to decide whether they want 
to be held liable for the consequences of the 
most gigantic boondoggle in American history. 
Some soul-searching is particularly recom- 
mended to those who have made themselves the 
champions of this ill-starred cause and whose 
political fortunes would be the first to go down 
with it. 

The need for a Missouri Valley Authority has 
never been more evident. 
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Mercilessly, With Music? 


We are trying to picture the cultural atmos- 
phere at a meeting of Russian composers. Aram 
Khatchaturian, bright young artist, calls upon his 
fellows to “expose mercilessly all warmongers.” 
Reinhold Gliere, Russia’s eldest composer, also 
speaks of the struggle with warmongers. Dmitri 
Shostakovich and Dmitri Kabalevsky drink it all 
in, and perhaps nod rhythmically. 

Russian musicians have been compelled for 
some time to sing of Stalinism in a major key, 
so their latest chorus is nothing new. Moreover, 
though these men may not be exactly latter-day 
Beethovens, it hardly behooves anyone, or any 
American, to deride their musicianship. But it 
still seems a little tragic to waste so much talent 
when any mechanical recording of Stalin’s 
speeches would suffice. 

Even a two-fingered piano player can wonder 
how they expect, or if they expect, or if they 
are only expected, to harmonize their exposures, 
orchestrate their mercilessness and set war- 
mongers down at four beats to the bar. Music 
hath charms, but we can wait to see if war- 
mongers are one of them. 
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Mr. Vishinsky’s Rebuttal 


In Soviet diplomacy, nothing is more impor- 
tant than the art of changing the subject. For- 
eign Minister Vishinsky followed this rule at the 
United Nations when he responded to the Ameri- 
can plan for strengthening the General Assem- 
bly with a proposal to strengthen the Security 
Council. Mr. Vishinsky urged that members 
now make available to the Council, as provided 
in the Charter, armed forces to act as a world 
police force. 

The establishmefit of an international force 
under the Security Council is a good idea now, 
as it was when the Charter was written. The 
greatest single obstacle to carrying out this pro- 
vision of the Charter has been Soviet Russia. 
Through months of negotiations the Soviet 
Union stood out against all the other members 
on the questions of how the force should be 
composed and where it should be based. 

If Moscow is now willing to change its mind 
on these points, well and good. But meanwhile 
the Assembly should not be diverted from con- 
sidering how to organize collective action against 
aggression in case the Security Council is para- 
lyzed by the veto power. 

Mr. Vishinsky says that any real exercise of 
peace enforcement power by the Assembly 
would be a violation of the U.N. charter, which 
reserves that power to the Council. Unfortu- 
nately, he is right. As spelled out in resolu- 
tions, however, the American proposals fall con- 
siderably short of granting actual power to the 
Assembly. They simply provide that the Assem- 
bly may consider cases of peace enforcement 
and, where the Council fails to act, may recom- 
mend collective action by the members. Mr. 
Vishinsky contends that even this is beyond the 


‘power of the Assembly, since the Charter pro-

Whether such procedure is legal or illegal, 
the question remains: How effective would it be? 
Would it “deter those who plot aggression,” as 
the American delegation hopes? How could it be 
strengthened?

The wrangle in the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil about inviting Chinese Communist rep- 
resentatives to Lake Success in order to 
state their complaints on the Formosa 
question was settled by the council in favor 
of Chinese Communist participation—and 
rightly so. 

Presumably, in due time, the Commu- 
nists at Peking will get clearance to send 
a man to Lake Success to tell why Presi- 
dent Truman’s June order to the Seventh 
Fleet to protect For- 
mosa from attack 
amounts to an inter- 
ference with Chinese 
mainland sovereignty 
by “armed invasion.” 

If the Security 
Council's investiga- 
tion of the Commu- 
nist complaint was 
to mean anything as 
an objective investi- 
gation, the complain- 
ants pretty obviously 
were going to have 
to be heard. The question seems a simple 
one to us. 

The United States voted, along with Na- 
tionalist China, Cuba and Egypt, to keep 
the Chinese Communists out. Our delega- 
tion fortunately did not go to the extreme 
length of contending the matter was sub- 
stantive and hence subject to the veto; but 
it did fall into a strange inconsistency. 

Russia’s Malik was quick to spot and 
exploit the American inconsistency. He 
noted that while in the Korean case the 
United States had insisted that South Ko- 
rea should be heard as a complainant 
against North Korea, in the Formosan case 
we were trying to prevent the complainant 
from being heard. Malik called that a 
“180-degree turn.” 

(Of course, it is true that he himself 
was guilty of the same inconsistency, for 
he opposed South Korea's appearance be- 
fore the council while favoring Commu- 
nist China's.) 


We can hardly deny the Chinese Com- 
mynists are an “interested party” in For- 
mosa, but we deny the direction of their 
“interest.” They claim the right of sover- 
eignty there. We contend that Formosa 
was taken from Japan by e Allies and 
its legal status cannot be fixed until there 
is international action to determine its 
future. 

The President and the Secretary of 
State have specifically urged and welcomed 
U.N. consideration of Formosa. Secretary 
Acheson pyt Formosa into the General As- 
sembly’s lap last week. He called for 
peaceful settlement of the problem “under 
circumstances in which all concerned and 
interested parties shall have a full oppor- 
tunity to express their views, and under 


_ which all concerned parties will agree to 


refrain from the use of force while a peace- 
ful and equitable solution is sought.” 

Clearly this must mean inviting the Chi- 
nese Communists to express their views in 
the General Assembly. 
heard there they can without danger to us 
be heard in the Security Council. 

We suspect that the inconsistent position 
was taken with an eye to domestic polit- 
ical considerations. The Administration ap- 
peared to fear the outcry that would be 
raised by pro-Chiang forces in Congress 
were a Chinese Communist to get his foot 
inside the Security Council door by reason 
of a favorable American vote. 

The United States does not recognize 
Mao Tze-tung, but his regime is the unde- 
niable de facto regime of China, and who 
is to speak for the Chinese mainland, the 
Chinese people themselves, except Mao's 
men? 

Inviting the mainlanders to state their 
case does not constitute diplomatic recog- 
nition by the United States of the Peking 
Government. It has nothing to do with 
admitting the Communist Chinese to the 
United Nations as members thereof. It is 
nothing more than willingness to fairly 
hear their complaint and judge it for what 
it’s worth.

Across from Bloody Buna 


OUR JUNGLE ROAD TO TOKYO, by Lt. Gen. Robert 
L. Eichelberger. (Viking, 306 pqs., $4.50.) 


The fighting in Korea and the fleeting 
passage of time have served to dim mem- 
ories of the recent island hopping war 
that led from bloody Buna to liberation of 
the Philippines and on to Tokyo. Names 
once common to all, Wewak, Biak and 
Tagatay, have been replaced by Inchon, 
Taejon and Taegu—except in the memo- 
ries of men who fought the Japanese in 
those jungle battles. But the same skein 
runs through this book and the story that 
is still unfolding in Korea—the United 
States ill prepared for a war against a sav- 
age and better prepared foe in unhealthy 
and inhospitable lands thousands of miles 
from home. 

Gen. Eichelberger, the author, (in col- 
laboration with Milton MacKaye) is well 
fitted to tell the story of the Eighth 
Army’s campaign. He knew all there was 
to know about the daring strategy em- 
ployed in that vast theater and yet he 
spent much of his 
time close to the 
front in danger of 
rifle and mortar fire. 
At Buna he fought 
alongside the Gis 
only 75 feet from 
the Jap front lines. 
At Leyte he landed 
with his own first 
wave. At Manila he 
nearly beat the 
Eleventh Airborne 
in its dash for the 
city. 

Those who have 
been re-impressed 
with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s ability as a strategist will be 
greatly interested in all that the author 
has to say about his commanding officer. 
In brief, he likes him and greatly respects 
his strategy, yet feels his public relations 
policies were lamentable. 

Eichelberger, as an author, has a knack 
for giving the over-all picture of a battle 
and at the same time studding it with bits 
of human interest, wit and valor. He tells, 
for instance, of the Bago river crossing 
where: “A quarter of the way across the 
bridge the platoon was pinned down by 
intense fire from the far side. The Bago 
structure had a number of 1000-pound 
aerial bombs attached to its belly. There 
was an electrical detonator precisely in the 
center of the bridge. A Japanese soldier 
was just about to push the plunger which 
would have blown him and the Americans 
to Kingdom Come when Pfc. Vintner of 
the 185th winged him. A time margin of 
a second or two, and good marksmanship, 
made the difference between a bridge and 
no bridge. Tragically enough, the post- 
humously decorated Pfc. Vintner was 
killed just 20 yards farther on.” 

A great believer in closeup tactical air 
support, which has lagged behind since 
the end of World War II, Ejichelberger 
writes: “These flyers had been trained by 
the Marine Corps with ground troops for 
the SPECIFIC PURPOSE of supporting 
ground troops. Their accomplishments were 
superb. The Marine liaison officers were 
always in the front lines with the infantry 
commanders, and they were as familiar 
with the forward pesitions as was the 
infantry.”

College Gridders Get Convertibles, 
Up to $8000 Cash, Magazine Says 


“‘Re-emphasized ’ Football Costs 


Asserting that football is out 
in front, running interference for 
inflation, Life Magazine said in 
its issue released today that the 


college sport “is on the verge of 
pricing itself right out of busi- 


s. 
Noting that St. Louis U. among 
other schools had abandoned foot- 
ball because of spiraling costs, 


that even the big-time gridiron 
institutions were either losing 
money, scrambling harder for big- 
ger gates or concerned with ris- 
ing “break-even points.” 
Slyly bemoaning as lost the day 
when halfbacks could be “bought 
for $50 and a free education,” 
Life said the price of a big-time 
team had risen to $275,000 a year, 
“not counting player subsidies 
and other hidden expenses.”

VISAS HELD UP 


UNTIL NEW ALIEN 
LAW IS CLARIFIED 


More Mass Detentions Ex- 
pected Pending Draft- 
ing of Eligibility Rules 
on U.S. Entry. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Further mass detention of aliens 
‘seeking to enter the United States 


appeared likely today as Govern- 
ment officials sought to write a 
set of rules defining who may 
enter under the new anti-sub- 
versives law. 

State and Justice Department 
officials said elarifying regula- 
tions are being drafted, but they 
declined to predict when they may 
be ready. 

Scores of aliens who have ar- 
rived since the law’s enactment 
almost three weeks ago have been 
detained at Ellis Island. The law 
bars members or former members 
of totalitarian parties and their 
affiliates. 

Singer Is Detained. 

Seventeen aliens, among them 
a German baritone scheduled to 
sing with the Metropolitan Opera. 
were detained at Ellis Island to- 
day on their arrival aboard the 
liner America. 

The singer, Hans Hotter, 41 
years old, was engaged to sing 
the role of the Dutchman in Wag- 
ner’s “Flying Dutchman” early in 
November. He said he was at a 
loss to account for his detention, 
as he never had been a member 
of the Nazi party. He said he 
sang only once before Hitler, .at 
the world premier of Richard 
Strauss’s Peace day in August 
1939. 

To head off the arrival of otners 
who might face detention, Ameri- 
can ofiicials abroad were ord-ied 
yeste rizy to suspend temporarily 
passport visas granted for‘gn 
natior ait planning to visit or seek 
residence in this country. Dis- 
placed persons and official Gov- 
ernment representatives were cx- 
cepied. 

Betore the visas may be :ein- 
stated the consuls must be con- 
vincec that the applicants were 
never linked with Communist, 
Nazi or Fascist parties and are not 
otherwise barred by the new leg- 
islation. 

Question Under Study. 

One of the questions uncer 
study .s whether to exclude Ger- 
mans who formerly belonged to 


the Nazi Labor Front by German | 


government decree. 

Also under discussion is wheth- 
er Cvungress meant to bar wer- 
mans cr Italians who were mem- 
bers ot the Hitler Youth, or of 
a Fa«cist Youth o.panization, be- 
fore vcaching teen ape. 

(The United Press said govern- 
ment officials reported’ that 
Spanish Falangists will be ad- 
mitted to the United States 
despite the bar on totalitarians. 
The Justice and State Depart- 
ments are taking the attitude 
that the law does not apply to the 
followers of Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco.) 

Mernwhile, Altcrney Gen:rai 
McCretr yesteciav gave per:nis- 
sion for 20-vear-old Frederich 
Gulda, Austrian pisnist who was 
a former member of a Nazi Youth | 
organization to remain in this | 
country another 17 days. 

Gulda, previously had received 
permission to enter the United 
States for six days to fill a con- 
cert engagement. 


Travelers Swamp U. S. Embassy in | 


London With Questions. 

LONDON, Oct. 13 (AP)—Fran- 
tic travelers swamped the United 
States Embassy today with ques- 
tions about a temporary suspen- 
sion of visas, ordered from Wash- 
ington to give Embassies abroad a 
chance to screen emigrants for 
Communist, Nazi or Fascist lean- 
ings in conformity with a law 
passed by the last session of Con- 
gress. 

The Embassy notified all air 
transport and shipping lines that 
alien passengers must return their 
visas for “revalidation.” 


LANDLADY’S HUSBAND SLEEPS 
IN BATHROOM, RENT REDUCED 


ROCHESTER, England, Oct. 13 
‘AP)—British Army Cpl. James 
Wood got his rent cut yesterday 
because his landlady’s husband 
slept in the bathroom. 

Wood told rent control officials 
® paid 30 shillings ($4.20) weekly 
for two rooms with bath. But he 
and his family got little use of 
the bath. 

“The landlady’s husband sleeps 
in it for 13 hours every night— 
from 9:30 in the evening till 10:30 
in the morning.” Wood com- 
plained. The board ordered his 
rent reduced to 12 shillings, six 


pence ($1.75).

C. OFC. STRESSES NEED ECONOMIST WARNS 


FOR REORGANIZATION 


National Chamber Criticizes 
Federal ‘Inaction’ on 
Personnel, VA. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce said today that the 


Korean war “emphasizes an ur-| 


gent need” for reorganization of 
the federal personnel system, 
medical services and the Veterans’ 
Administration. 

Although “scores of thousands” 
of new federal workers have been 
hired since the beginning of the 
Korean conflict, the chamber said, 
“almost nothing has been done 
to prepare the wasteful civil serv- 
ice system for this emergency.” 

The organization’s views were 
given in a report summing up con- 
gressional action on the govern- 
ment. reorganization proposals of 
a commission named by President 


| Truman and headed by former 
President Herbert Hoover. 


Bie Savings Reported Neglected. 

The report said that “about 
half’ the 350-odd Hoover com- 
mission recommendations have 
been put into effect but those 
“promising large savings of tax 
money have been generally ne- 
glected.” 

Of the Hoover plan for unifying 
four federal hospital systems— 
Veterans’ Administration, Army, 
Navy and Public Health Service— 
the chamber said: 

“Congress has failed to adopt 
any of these recommendations and 
now the shortage of medical tal- 
ent has been made still more 
critical by the draft of doctors in- 
to the armed services.” 

The chamber also noted that 
the Eighty-first Congress did not 


act on a Hoover commission | 


recommendation for a general re- 
organization of the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. As a result, the re- 
port added, “VA today is in no 
better position to care for its 
vast and growing veteran popula- 
tion than it was two years ago.” 

Of proposals to revamp the gov- 
ernment’s hiring setup, the cham- 
ber said Congress did approve 
legislation aimed at increasing ef- 


ficiency by setting up a perform- | 
ance-rating system.

OF DOLLAR'S DECLINE 


Dr. Walter E. Spahr Tells C. 
of C. Group Redeemable 
Currency Is Needed. 


Government spending must be 
checked and a redeemable cur- 
rency established, Dr. Walter E. 


Spahr, Department of Economics 
chairman at New York University, 
told the sales managers’ bureau 
of the Chamber of Commerce at 
a luncheon today at Hotel Statler. 

“The radical and progressive 
decline of the purchasing power 
of the dollar is one of the factors 
leading us down the road to 
Socialism,” he said. 

“Our people lost control over 
the public purse when they had 
an irredeemable currency thrust 
upon them in 1933. The persis- 
tent decline in the purchasing 
power of the dollar dates from 
that year. 

‘“‘We are in the temporary 

stage of widespread enjoyment of 
the intoxication of rising prices. 
The illusions are _ similar to 
those of the opium smoker. We 
are floating in a dream of large 
monetary figures and ignoring 
the great decline ‘in the value of 
the dollar. 
“Large income figures, large 
totals of insurance, of profits, of 
wage payments, all in terms of 
a depreciated dollar, illustrate 
and feed our illusions. 

“There is always an unhappy 
end to illusions and maladjust- 
ments generated by a depreci- 
ating currency. Break-even points 
are mounting. We are building 
higher and higher for the fall. 
Realities are generally being 
ignored, 2 
“For example, we point with 
pride to our mounting and fabu- 
lous figure on life insurance— 
$214,400,000,000 in 1949. But we 
say nothing about the fact that 
this total has less value than the 
$101,559,000,000 of 1932 or $111,- 
651,000,000 of 1939. Various other 
important dollar figures, if re- 
duced to realities, would shock 
us.”

Realistic Crime Stuff 

w OLLYWOOD has turned out so many crime melodramas 
that it takes a good one nowadays to have any kick left 
for audiences who have become too knowing about the 
ways of movie tough guys. By being realistic, terse and entire- 
ly believable, “UNION STATION,” at the 
AMBASSADOR THEATER registers high 

marks for chill and thrill entertainment. 

It tells of the efforts of railroad and city 
police to round up a gang which has kid- 
naped the daughter of a wealthy man and 
tries to collect the $100,000 ransom in the 
swarming lobby of a Union Station. While 

ho one can doubt that the tough and efficient officers led by 

_ Bill Holden and Barry Fitzgerald will eventually track down 
the kidnapers, there is a gnawing anxiety developed by the 

gang-leader’s obvious intent of killing the girl just as soon as 

he gets the money. This high-voltage suspense is intensified 

by the playing of the gang-leader by Lyle Bettger as a crazy, 

desperate man with a one-track mind, one who enjoys murder. 

The policemen in this, including both the Messrs. Holden 

and Fitzgerald, seem reasonably authentic. The violent mo- 


ments are sudden and shocking, but have a realism as if they 


were caught by a news camera. There is one little episode 
where the police threaten to throw a criminal from a balcony 


in front of a rushing locomotive to force him to tell them. 


where the girl is being kept captive. I'm sure police officials 
would frown on this publicly, but you get the idea that this 
might very well have happened. It ends with a conventional 
pistol-battle and chase—this time in the underground tunnels 
by which a narrow gauge railway brings freight into the sta- 
tion from a warehouse. But it has never been better done. 
The horror is heightened by the trick of having the girl kid- 
naping victim blind, and stumbling in a panic about the tun- 
nel while the shooting gets closer. 

Holden, the boy from across tiie river in Illinois who is 
rapidly rising in the ranks of the film stars, does very well in- 
deed as the hard young detective lieutenant. Some of Mr. 
Fitzgerald’s usual quaintness was lost on us because we saw 
the picture at a stunt screening in one of the baggage tunnels 
under our own Union Station. This was fine for atmosphere, 
but the acoustics were terrible. Barry is hard enough to 
understand anyway, and here we missed half of what he said. 
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The second feature, “HOUSE BY THE RIVER,” is in 
itself a better-than-average murder melodrama. Directed by 
Fritz Lang and written by Mel Dinelli, it creates a brooding, 
somber atmosphere by low-key lighting, under-playing, the 
heavy dignity of a Victorian mansion with long draperies 
puffed by the wind, and dark, eerily beautiful shots of the 
river which flows back of the house. Into this river a ne’er- 
do-well writer throws the body of a servant girl whom he 
choked to death in a fit of panic when she went into hys- 
terics over his advances at a time his wife was absent. The 
writer, his ego bolstered by the murder, uses the girl’s dis- 
appearance to gain publicity and increase the sale of his 
books. After the body is found, he tries to shift the blame 
’ to his brother, and eventually sets out to murder both his 
wife and his brother. This is intelligently written and! played 
by Louis Hayward, Lee Bowman and Jane Wyatt, and, al- 
though the terror engendered isn’t quite as acute as I fancy 
the creators had in mind, it is still a satisfactory piece of 
work. 


The Gallant Capt. Flynn 

“ROCKY MOUNTAIN,” a Western at the FOX, tells us 
solemnly that the whole course of the Civil War was changed 
because a Confederate patrol of eight men which Gen. Lee 
sent across the Western plains to organize the bandit gangs of 
California and take that Union state was mas- 
sacred by Indians in the Nevada desert. As 
none other than the dashing Capt. Errol 
Flynn was leader of the patrol, Gen. Lee may 
have been justified in his confidence in this 
scheme, as everyone who has ever seen Errol 
in film action knews he just loves to take 
on gigantic odds. But the good grey leader 
of the Confederate armies recked without Errol's gallantry, 
here swollen to a Quixotic degree by the fact he plays a Vir- 
ginia gentleman. 

A Yankee girl, Patrice Wymore, comes into the mountain 
hideout of the patrol via a stagecoach chased by redskins, 
in time to mess up Operation Errol. When the hostile tribes 
surround them, Errol places her first and Gen. Lee second. 
He draws the Indians off in a chase after his patrol so that 
she can escape with an escort to a Union post. Cornered in a 
canyon, and demands of courtesy fulfilled, he and his seven 
brave followers turn and charge straight into the oncoming 
Indian hordes. A Union cavalry troop finds their bodies. The 
commander, Patrice’s fiance, shows himself equally chivalrous. 
Instead of chasing the Indians, he halts for a ceremony where 
the Confederate flag is hoisted at the top of the mountain. It 
all is just as silly as it sounds. 

The second feature is Walt Disney’s full-length colored 
cartoon, “ICHABOD AND MR, TOAD.” It tells two unrelated 
famous folk tales, Kenneth Grahame’s British fantasy for 
children, “The Wind in the Willows,” and Washington Irving's 
“The Legend of Sleepy Hollow.” The first, narrated by Basil 
Rathbone, is about the framing for a crime of the adventurpus 
J. Thaddeus Toad, and how all his animal friends help him 
out of the pickle he is in. This is whimsical and amusing in- 
deed. The other, about the gawky schoolmaster, Ichabod Crane, 
and his terrifying brush with the Headless Horseman, is sec- 
ond-rate Disney. Even though narrated by Bing Crosby, with 
Bing singing several songs, it lacks the customary Disney 


charm end imagination.

THERE WILL BE another ses- 
sion devoted to trying to simplify 
the amendments, but it is quite 
evident to me that there are 
three different schools of thought. 

One, as I have explained, wants 
the emphasis placed on receiv- 
ing supplies of food and medicine 
and hopes that these supplies will 
perhaps lead in to the eventual 
desire on the part of people to do 
something for themselves to make 
better conditions more prevalent. 

The delegate from Lebanon ex- 
plained his point of view to me 
more clearly than any other 
speaker. He said: “We come from 
a part of the world where people 
have accepted the conditions un- 
der which they live. If children 
die, it is the will of God; if a 
few survive that is the grace of 


God. The government is nothing _ 


which we, the people, can change, 
so we merely accept what hap- 
pens to us as inevitable and exist 
under these conditions without 
making any effort to change.” 

He felt that if they were pro- 
vided with supplies which kept 
their children alive for a few 
years, then they might reach a 
point where they would bring 
pressure on the government and 
demand from it that these condi- 
tions, which had kept their chil- 
dren alive, somehow be continued. 
Therefore, he was for the pro- 
vision of supplies and thought it 
impossible to think in terms of 
any other type of organization.

So, the first thing you think of 
is, “Since we can’t make a canas- 
ta anyway, why not discard the 
deuce, freeze the pack and then 
perhaps we'll be able to discard 
players without having the oppo- 
nents take them? That way, we 
ean run out the game with the 
east possible loss,” 

\The idea is good. Certainly it’s 
not going to help you to meld 
that deuce. But don’t discard it 
yet. With five cards in the stock 
there still is too much chance 
that the opponents will be able to 
take the pack, even though it is 
frozen, before the stock is ex- 
hausted. If they can, you are ex- 
tremely. vulnerable to repeated 
forcing, since the opponents must 
have cards that match your 
melds. They'll keep you discard- 
ing and prolonging the deal as 
long as possible. 

Better give them something on 
this turn that they can use if 
they choose; save that deuce for 
another round and minimize the 
chance that the opponents can 
get the pack unfrozen before the 
stock is exhausted.

‘Grin and Bear It.’ 


HE novels of Frederick Mar- 

ryat, the English naval cap- 

tain, were very popular on 
both sides of the water nat only 
in his own time but long after 
his death in 1848. And his use of 
a snappy expression doubtless 
helped to further its life in our 
own as well as British every-day 
speech. 

This is perhaps true of the 
phrase “to grin and bear it,” 
which sounds so much like Amer- 
ican slang, although it expresses 
the general idea of the British 
character. Marryat employed the 
words in the simple statement, 
“The best plan is to grin and bear 
it.” But he was net their author. 

The original form of this phrase 
was “to grin and abide.” There 
you have it as it was used a half 
century before Marryat by an 
English naturalist and poet Eras- 
mus Darwin. It is interesting 
that Darwin, writing at the close 
of the eighteenth century, re- 
ferred to the idea as proverbial 
in his time. However, his is its 
first recorded usage, as follows: 

“Thus we have a proverb where 
no help could be had in pain, ‘to 
grin and abide.’”

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Pointing Up Masonry. 

OMETIME between now and 
S the first hard frost, the effi- 

cient homeowner pulls him- 
self out of his chair and goes 
around pointing up the masonry 
work about his house. What you 
need for this job is a small trowel 
—a putty knife will do and a 
little mortar. You can get a pack- 
age of ready-mixed mortar at 
your hardware store or you can 
make it yourself—one part Port- 
land cement to three parts clean 
sand. Add enough water when 
these two are mixed together to 
produce a workable plastic. Now 
you go to work. Inspect the 
mortar joints between bricks and 
concrete or cinder blocks. When 
you find a joint where the orig- 
inal mortar hag cracked or is 
falling out, knock out the dam- 
aged mortar, brush out the open- 
ing, wet down the sides of the 
blocks or bricks and stuff in the 
mortar. Smooth off the surface 
in the mortar. Smooth off the 
sarface so that it matches the 
other mortar joints. If there are 
any cracks in poured concrete 
foundations or walls, cut. out the 
crack first with a cold chisel so 
that the inside is wider than the 
outside and then follow the same 
procedure as for mortar joints. 


Cracks and open joints between 
masonry and woodwork should 
not be filled with mortar because 
this will crack up when it be- 
comes hard. Use caulking com- 


pound or caulking tape for this 
sort of work.

ODAY’S gypsy is not nearly as interested in the crease in your 
palm as he is in the crease in your fender. It’s doubtful if many 
of today’s gypsies could tell your fortune if you asked them, but 
a surprising number of them can straighten and smooth out a fender, 


and are making their living at it. 


The gypsy of today, as a matter of fact, is pretty far removed 
from the tribes who traveled in horsedrawn caravans, and according 
to Nick Thompson, himself a fair specimen of the new, or modern 
gypsy, it will be only another generation or so until there won't be 
any wandering gypsy tribes at all. They'll have settled down and 


become solid citizens. 


Except for the color of his skin and a slight accent, you wouldn't 


be able to tell Nick from your 
neighborhood spores or your al- 
derman. He is rt, getting thick 
around the middle and gray 
around the temples, and is dressed 
just like anyone else. It’s only 
the women who stick to the old 
and colorful costumes, he ex- 
plained. 

We talked to Nick out at Bol- 
ton’s Grove, a trailer camp and 
park on Dorsett road, near Creve 
Coeur Lake, which has. been a 
central meeting point for gypsies 
for nearly 20 years now. It is 
operated by a dignified Negro 
named A. J. Bolton who likes 
gypsies and who, in turn, is liked 
by them. He is known to vir- 
tually every gypsy in this country 
and many in foreign countries, 
and from cold weather to cold 
weather there will be parked on 
his place anywhere from a dozen 
to 50 gypsy trailers. He is also 
a sort of central information cen- 
ter for gypsy tribes, and he gets 
letters from all over the’ world. 

“I know gypsies,” says Bolton. 
“T’ve been handling them for 20 
years. Some of them are hard to 
handle, most of them aren’t. Those

that are hard to handle, I don’t 
take. For instance, there’s one 
tribe I don’t take. They’re east- 
ern gypsies. They’re trouble mak- 
ers. They can’t even go on the 
West Coast at all. They’ve got a 
West Coast gypsy tribe out there, 
and the two don’t mix. Got a 
feud that’s been going on more 
than a hundred years. . 

“The gypsies here,” he said, 
with a sweep of his arm that took 
in some 30 trailers and innumer- 
able brightly dressed women and 
dark-skinned men, “are Romanian 
and English gypsies. They get 
along fine. Both tribes speak the 
English language, when they want, 
to. There’s a small bunch of Rus- 
sian gypsies here now, but they 
don’t speak English and the 
other’s don’t have much to do 
with them.” 

We were sitting on the lawn 
of Bolton’s white frame house 
which is in the trailer park 
grounds. “There’s Nick Thomp- 
son,” he said. “He can teli you 
more about them than anyone 
around here. Hey, Nick!” 

Nick came over and sat down. 
“We're going to have a double 
wedding Sunday,” he said, “and 
gypsies are coming in from Den- 
ver, Chicago, New York, every- 
ate Probably be 1500 of them 


Neither Nick nor Bolton knew 
just how many gypsies were at 
the camp at the moment. All Bol- 
ton knew was the number of 
trailers and he charges by the 
trailer. “You go to count ’em,” 
laughed Nick, “and there’s some 
here and some there, and you 


think you got ’em all, and some 
more jump right out of the bushes 
over there.” 

We looked around over the 
trailer grounds. Dozens of wom- 
en in long, multi-pleated, brightly 
colored skirts and blouses were 
walking around, cooking over 
open fires, and talking. The talk 
was incessant. Some of the men 
were busy getting pigs ready for 
a coming barbecue, and ‘others 
were lounging around the camp, 
or working on the rustic furniture 
which a lot of them make and 
sell nowadays. 

“All I know,” laughed Bolton, 
“if you get three trailers, you 
get about 150 people.” 

“It’s not quite that bad,” Nick 
grinned, “but the whole family 
travels in a trailer and that might 
include grandpa and grandma 
and all the kids and maybe some 
relatives.

The trailers are the latest mod- 
els, some of them around 50 feet 
long. They are equipped with 
lights and bottled gas for cook- 
ing. The automobiles, with a 
couple of exceptions, are 1950 
models. ““We like good cars,” said 
Nick, “and you have to have a 
good car to pull those trailers.” 

Gypsies like to travel, but they 
are not, Nick strongly insists, the 
thieves and tricksters many peo- 
ple think them to be. “We all 
have trades,” he explained. “Some 
are fender men, stove men, chair 
makers, mechanics, painters and 

nters. 

“When we stop at a place like 
this, we work the area for 50 
miles around, doing body work 
on cars, fixing stoves and any- 
thing else that needs fixing around 
a house, painting roofs and barns, 

“Some of the men, who have 
been to school or have learned 
the trade, are expert mechanics. 
One of my boys worked in a plane 
factory in San Diego during the 
last war as a mechanic, and just 
the other day he got a letter ask- 
ing him to come back. He’s going 
back. I look for him to settle 
down. The time is coming when 
they'll all settle down, go to 
schools, get educated. The young- 
er ones don’t like to roam around 
any more. I think another gen- 
eration or two there'll be no more 
wandering gypsies.

North was guilty of the same 
error that is made by countless 
other players: he overappraised 
his partner’s pre-emptive opening 
bid. South three-spade call did 
not remotely guarantee possession 
of an ace, and so, apart from 
other eonsiderations, North’s slam 
bid risked the immediate cashing 
of two aces by the enemy. 

West laid down his ace, but 
then, apparently feeling that East 
could not have the diamond ace, 
he shifted to his singleton trump! 
It can be presumed that South 
breathed a sigh of relief at the 
opponents’ failure to agg be 
ning the spade shift in his own 
hand, he led the club eight to the 
ace and ruffed a club with the 
spade king, then entered dummy 
with a trump and returned the 
club jack. 

East could have made matters 
simple for the enemy by covering 
this lead with the club king, but 
he was not so accommodating—he 
played low without a revealing 
hesitation. Thereupon, declarer 
went into a long huddle. Was 
the club king going to drop on 
this trick, if he ruffed, or should 
he let the jack ride, discarding a 
diamond? As he explained later, 
South finally decided that West's 
failure to shift to diamonds at the 
second trick would have been in- 
comprehensible except for his 
possession of a sure club trick 
and stopper, and on that reason- 
ing, South now ruffed the club 
jack, expecting the queen to fall. 
Needless to ‘say, he was severely 
disappointed. 

South’s decision was extremely 
questionable! If West had held 
the king-queen of clubs in addi- 
tion to the heart ace, surely he 
would have opened the club king 
to establish a trick in that suit 
while he retained control of 
hearts.
